CANNON CHOSEN SPEAKER 


Old Roles Adopted Despite Opposi- 


tion—Seats Drawn—President's 


Message Read.

wicn roast beef and plumb pudding, 
after which pipes and "rum punch 
were in order, and the host felt thai 
his hospitality had not received full 
j'ustice if all of his guests departed 
for home p_erfectly sober. 


-T-he Puritan had no Saints in his 
calendar. 
The birth in the Manger, 
at 'Bethlehem, had no special rever- 
ence for him; Friday was a religious 
day in the Catholic church, when the 
true believer might eat no meat; all 
these observances the Puritan ab- 
horred, so he made his day of thank- 
fulness Thursday, and not Friday; 
if turkey took the place of roast beef, 
pumpkin pie and mince pie took the 
place of plum pudding. There were 
many reasons why the wild turkey 
should be chosen instead of roast 
beef. The wild turkey was abundant 
when the Pilgrims landed at Ply-

FURIELS MEET 


Local Tillers of Soil Attend Last 


Sessions of Season 


MANY IMPORTANT TOPICS 


Discussed by Prominent Speakers at 


Institute at New Paris—Ex- 


cellent Report. 


The third and last Farmers' Insti- 
tute of this season for Bedford coun- 
ty opened in the M. E. church, New 
Paris, Wednesday morning, Novem- 
ber 27, with an address of welcome 
by O. S. Corle, who .-poke of these 
institutes as_ Farm Schools of great 
importance to the interests 'of agri- 
culture. Farmers need to make fur- 
ther and more practical research and 
observation to bring the profession to 
the standing is really merits. A good 
response was made by D. H. Watts of 
Kermoor. 


J. T. Campbell of Hartstown then 
gave a talk on The Economic Mainte- 
nance of the Productivity of the Soil. 
The wasteful habit of throwing sta- 
ble manure outside the barn and al- 
lowing its accumulation till the mov- 
ing of the barn is almost a necessity, 
was compared with the up-to-date 
methods of handling it. 
Mr. Camp- 
bell's plan is to haul out every week 
or two all the manure on the young 
seeding of grass, spreading evenly 
and not too thick. 
Stubble and 
young grass should be clipped soon 
after the grain is removed, and if 
necessary to keep back the growth of 
stems, later clipping should follow. 
A good, strong leaf growth is the es- 
sential for the first season and stem 
growth is to be avoided. He empha- 
sized the necessity of not removing 
the second growth or clippings, but 
allowing it to remain as a mulch. He 
also suggested, in. the absence of suf- 
ficient manure, the spring application 
of about 400 pounds of commercial 
fertilizer, which has resulted in rais- 
ing the number of stems to the plant, 
from three or four an the unfertilized 
to as high as 40 stems in the fertil- 
ized. Cementing stable floors for the 
retention of liquid manure was ad- 
vised. The treating of stable manure 
with acid phosphate was highly rec- 
ommended, a small amount of this 
being scattered on the manure as 
thrown from the stalls. The purpose 
being to arrest the escape of nitrogen 
and hasten "the •decomposition of the 
organic matter.

Choice Fruit Cake 


A lich fruitcake may be made from 


two and one-half pounds of flour and 
an equal weight of fine sugar and the 
same of choice butter. A dozen eggs 
will be needed. 
For fruit use one 


pound of dried cherries, one pound 
of the best cleaned currants, a pound 
a.nd a half of shredded candied pesi 
of citron, orange and lemon. 
Besides 


the eggs used for moistening the bat- 
ter a half pint of brandy and a half 
gill of caraineled sugar will b8 need- 
ed. 
Add eight ounces of ground or 


chopped almonds, the zest of four 
oranges and one ounce of ground cin- 
namon, cloves, nutmeg and coriander 
seed in equal proportion.

To mix the cake begin by creaming 


the butter; add the sugar, flour, some 
salt ,the beaten eggs and other in- 
gredients, working all the time to 
blend them well. 
Add the floured 


fruit and bake in a round pan which 
has been lined with a buttered paper. 
The heat must be steady and not at 
all intense. It will take nearly three 
hours, or not less than two and one- 
half, to bake this well. 


Where there is a strong bottom 


heat which may burn the cake some 
stove lids must be put under, or a 
large pan with a layer of clean sand, 
or extra papers must be put in the 
pan. 
Some confectioners even make 


a cheap paste of coarse graham flour 
to put between the papers to protect! 
the rich batter. 
This, of course, is' 


useless for human food. 


Some fine southern 
cooks who 


make cakes for weddings and for sale 
ahead of time and wish to let them 
flavor well by keeping, and yet not 
get dry or moldy, pour wine and 
brandy over them, very much as meat 
is basted, only this libation is given 
to the cake after it is all baked. A 
round pan is useful, for in most home 
ovens the heat is uneven, and a round 
pan may be gently turned toward the 
last without making the cake heavy.

THK PRKSfDEXT'S MESSAGE 


The President's message to the 


Sixtieth 
Congress 
of 
the 
United 


States is a paper of exceptional length 
and goes into minute details in deal- 
ing with many topics. The document 
clearly reveals the President's leaning 
toward Federal authority for the reg- 
ulation of interstate commerce. He 
recommends an amendment to the 
anti-trust law so as to admit of 
supervision that would make possible 
discrimination 
between 
good 
and 


bad trusts. 


The all-important question of the 


hour—the 
currency 
problem—is 


dealt with in generalities. He would 
have Congress authorize the issuance 
of emergency currency, adequately 
secured and heavily taxed, which, he 
thinks, would cause its retirement 
•when the emergency no longer exist- 
ed. He advises the improvement of 
waterways but his recommendation 
-along this line is so faint as to be dis- 
-appointing. 


The recommendations of the Post- 


master General with regard to pos- 
tal savings banks and parcels post re- 
ceive the endorsement of the Execu- 
tive.

He takes occasion to suggest that 


an appropriation be made by Con- 
gress for the campaign expenses of 
the great political parties, which, he 
assumes, would do away with much 
of the corruption now practiced. 
He 


looks in several places far into the 
future and sees heavy expenditures 
to be necessary to maintain our dig- 
nity as a world power. 


The careful observer has no diffi- 


culty in discerning many Democratic 
doctrines which he has taken over.

vides 'that its own infraction must be 
the condition precedent upon busi- 
ness success. 


A combination that creates a mo- 


nopoly or general control of a trade 
and injures the public should not be 
tolerated. 
The doors of the courts 


are closed to those who are parties 
to them, and I believe Congress can 
close the channels of inter-state com- 
merce against them. 


National control would be to the 


advantage 
of every 
well-managed 
railway. 


Those who fear extension of Fed- 


eral control would do well to study 
the history of the banking act, the 
pure food law and the meat inspec- 
tion act. 


No legislation can guarantee the 


business community against the re- 
sults of speculative folly any more 
than it can guarantee an individual 
against the results of his own ex- 
travagance. 


The principal of the present tariff 


laws could not, with wisdom, be 
changed. But it is probably well that 
tariff laws should be scrutinized to 
see that no excessive or improper 
benefits are conferred through them. 


The income tax and the inhexitance 


tax should both be a part of our Fed- 
eral system of taxation. 


Instances in the abuse of injunc- 


tions in labor disputes continue to 
occur and the resentment in the 
minds of those who feel that their 
rights are being invaded and their 
liberty of action and speech unwar- 
rantedly restrained, continues, like- 
wise, to grow. It would be most un- 
fortunate for our social welfare if we 
should permit many honest and law- 
abiding citizens to feel that they had 
just cause for regarding our courts 
with hostility. 


The law should be made such that 


the payment for accidents by the em- 
ployer should be made automatic in- 
steam of a matter of law suits. 


Swindling • in 
stocks, corrupting 


Legislatures, making fortunes by the 
inflation of securities, by wrecking 
railroads, by destroying competitors 
through 
rebates—these 
forms 
of 


wrong-doing in the capitalist are far 
more infamous than any ordinary 
form of embezzlement or forgery. 


The need for collecting large cam- 


gaign funds would vanish if Congress 
provided an appropriation for the 
proper and legitimate expenses of 
each of the great national parties, 
ample enough to meet the necessity 
for thorough organization and ma- 
chinery. 
We need a greater elasticity in 
our currency; provided, of course, 
that we recognize the even greater 
need of a safe and secure currency. 
There must always be the most rigid 
examination by the national authori- 
ties. Provision should be made for 
an emergency currency. The emer- 
gency issue should, of course, be 
made with an effective guaranty and 
upon conditions carefully prescribed 
by the Government.

President Eliot of Harvard, in an 


article on "The Canadian Act," in the 
December McClure's, gives an inter- 
esting account of the working of the 
"Industrial Disputes and Investiga- 
tion Act," which went into effect 
March 22, 1907. This Act covers 
mining property, transportation of 
every kind, telegraph and telephone 
systems, electric lighting, water and 
power works. By the provisions of 
this unique and prudent legislation, 
employer and employees are protect- 
ed against sudden and 
disastrous 


strikes, and the hitherto unconsider- 
ed and longsuffering public is saved 
untold inconvenience. Outsiders are 
also enabled, througlT~the report of 
the Minister of Labor, to give sym- 
pathy intelligently. 
This new law 


does not prevent the laborer from 
striking, it merely provides that he 
shall strike decently and in order,
